Government to which he had avora allegiance, No 
aot of the venerable Archbishop's life ever cont him 
£0 much popularity with his own people as that oue 
Fey OF decked logalty. OF ll the Oatholle pub- 
Melsts tn the country, the editor of this Revicto has 
been the only one to applaud or even to approve 
his tfuly patriotic and loyal act. That sermon 
more than stoned to ua for all that we had per 
‘sounlly auffered from htm, for lt wana loyal aervice 
to our country. Had he teoa backed up by the 
bishopu and clergy of the loyal States, the Northern. 
people would have been united in prosccutiog the 
War, and the peace: party would never have been 
organized ; for the lesders of that execrable party 
know perleatis well that, though the forelea-bora 
population and thelr children, the majority of whom 
sre Catholics, are nok all who are ready to follow 
them, yet, that without the assurance of thelr ad- 
hereee they could bardis rally a corporal’a guard, 
Individual Catholics have been loyal, but they have 
been eo {n apite of reproach ond obloquy from thelt 
Oathollo brethren and the bitter invective of the 
Csthollo organs. What more could the Know 
Nothings hava asked of ua io thelr justification? 
THE DEMOORATIC PARTY 
So ntand the facta simply otnted, and yet la their 
very face, we venture to believe that very few 
Oatholica, except old Amerioan Ostholice, in the 
veholing States, and not all even of them, are 
eliberately and intentionally disloyal, or on moral 
sad religious grounds to favor of sinvery, when 
brought forward ann distinct and separate question. 
Catholics have geverally. in Inte yeara at least, 
been associated with the Democratic party, and that 
party, aince 1259, has been politically 8, pro-alavery 
party, and from! ita ranks have (asued the chiefs of 
the rebellion. Seceasion was the worl: of tho Demo- 
cratic party in the Southern States, aided and encou- 
rasted, up to acertaia polut, hy the Democratle lead- 
era af the North, forgtessona not dificult to divine. 
Catholica have becdme proslavery through party 
nacociationa and party attachments. They have 
confounded opposition to political Abolitionem with 
the defence of slavery itaclf, and mistaken fidelity 
to their party for loyalty tol the nation. Not afew 
of them cannot concetve it possible for a man to be 
n good Catholic nnd not support the Democratic 
party; and to a large number of them, leaving their 
political party Is next nelghbor to revouncing their 
church, The leadera of the rebellfon at the South 
were also among the first, in 1855, to meet and roll 
back the Know-Nothlog movement, and the mags of 
our Oathollen have much more’ ready aympathy 
with Southera slaveholders than they hava with the 
more prossic population of the North. The slave 
holder seems to them nearer akin than the Northern 
freeman to the gentleman or nobleman of the old 
world. 


THE TRUE POSITION. 

The change which the rebellion made in the bear. 
tog of the elavery question, our Catholle publiciata 
bave fatled to notice, and our organaazem to have 
imagined that they should treat it precisely aa they 
had done before therebellion broke out. Hence they 
have, as far as in thelr power, placed our Oburoh 
and the Catholic people on the aide of olavery and 
Glsloyaity. Here has been the error—an error which 
has had a grave effect on the futursof this nation, 
and has done, and Is doing incalculable injury to the 
Catholle cause. The Archbishop of New York exw 
that it was madness for Catholics in theloyal States 
fotake, the sii of disloyalty, and the Very Kev 
Edward Purcell has acen that it was equal madocas 
for them to take the side of slavery. The Ohurch 
never dies, 00 it a not absolutely too late, Let 
Catholics Understand the question, sod they may 
yet repair much of the harm they have dope, and 
prove themaclvea alike true friends of thelr country 
and champions of freedom. 


NATIONAL OEMETERY AT. GETTYSBURG. 

To the patriotic of the Iand, Dir. A. B. Cross, a 
well-known citizen of Harrisburg, who has spent 
month ia connection with the wounded at Gettya- 
burg, makes the following appeal : 

Shall the bonea of the men who turned the battle 
from the pate in that fearful atruggle of three daya 
at Gettysburg be left for men to plough up in their 
fields and to wagon over on the roads around that 
town 

Tt muat be known to the oation that not less than 
three thousand. men Ile in and about Gettyaburg, In 
corn fielda, wheat tlelda, in meadows, Ip gardens, by 
the wayalde, and in the public road, buried hastily. 
where they’ fell, and others in long rows, with a 
plece of box lid or board of any kind, with the name 
Of the person and the day he died writteo with lead 
enoll, nk, or Whatever they had to make» mark 
with. 

Tn consultation with aome friends at Gettyaburg, 
to avoid the diegrace which would be upoa Us as a 
nation to let such 4 thing remain, we looked around 
for a burial place. “None secmed co appropriate as 
Cemetery Hill, the spot which controlled and se 
cured to/us the battle—the fapot on which, twhen It 
Was eal our forces were ready to give way, Gen 
‘Meade rode up andasid to hiamen, " Youmust hold 
thia spot If It costs every man of you,”” snd which 
was held, 

There Ate about elght sores of ground In connce- 
ton with It, on the opposite olde of the turnpike 
from the cemetery of the town, nndit willstrike any 
pergon who has seen the opot ao that of all othera to 
which thoao who vialt Gettyoburg to view the bat- 
tleground must go, a8 {rom it you veo almoat the 
entire field for miles 

‘The gentlemen who own the ground have been ap~ 
‘Ned to for the sale of the property ass speculation, 
but, not desiring any auch thing, have agreed to let 
the’ State of Pennsylvania, frends of the country, 
or any patriotic citizeo who will purchase it for the 
purpone of burying the dead, at the price of $200 per 
nere, It ia just at the edge of the town, and ia in 
every way the apot. 

If thin 1p sccured at once, the different States 
whose dead le buried in the fields and on the high- 
Ways, will certalnly appropriate enough ‘to aecure 
thelr interment in thisplace. ‘The Government will 
scoure good walnut or durable wood for headboards, 
‘nd probably n monument fo the name in memory of 
the battle. 

‘The gentlemen who own the ground are Mr. Ed- 
ward Mench and Peter Raffeccher. Any person 
willing to contribute to this object, or wishing to 
confer on the subject, can address David Willa, Eeq., 
attorney at lay, Gettysburg, who has taken an lute:

THE CAPTURE OF MORGAN, 
The Oleveland Herald furaishes the following par- 
Hewlaro of the capture of John Morgan and bla gang 
on Sunday Int: 


“On Saturday General Brooke, commanding tho 
department, proceeded to Welloville and  cata- 
biished his bendquartera in the Oleveland and 
Pittabure dépdt, where he waa oaaieted by 
mauagiog ofitcar of the road, who had placed the 
ttaneportation and telegraph resources of the road 
at bla diaporal. Finding that there was a proba- 
bility that Iorgan would crosa the rosd in te 
vicinity of Salineriile, a train of cara waa sent up 
the road, about olx o'clock Sunday morning, with o 
regiment of aix-moatha Pennsylvania tofantry, ua. 

der command of Colonel Gallagher. These were 
disembarked at Solineville, and marched to a point 
about two miles distant, where the rebels were ey- 
pected to cross. The infantry were posted on come 
Holng ground commanding the road, with orders to 
prevent Morgan's passage 

“At thia time the utmost alarm extoted among thd 
people of Salineville. The housen were cloved, 
doors and windows locked nod barred, and women 
and ahildren atampeding into the country with 
whatever portable property could be carried’ along. 
‘The men who had weapons and courage turned out 
to resist the progress of the dreaded rebel, whilot 
ail the others fled with the women and children. 

‘In ashort time the expected rebels made thalr 
appearance, coming round a bend in the road. On 
catching night of the infantry, they halted, and 
turned thete horses’ heads in’ another direstion, 
Before they could get out of the trap they found 
themuelves in, Major Way, with two hundred and 
Atty men of ‘the sth Michigan Cavalry, dashod 
among them and commenced cutting right'and left, 
‘The rebela made but abrief reaistance. A few ohota 
were fred by them, and then the whole party broke 
In utter confuslon. Men dismounted, threw down 
their arma and begged for quarter, whilst others 
gallopped aroud wildly In aearch of a place of ea- 
cape, and were ‘brought to timo’ by a pistol ohot or 
anbre otroke. 

“ Dforgna bimeolf waa riding In a carriage draw 
by two white horses, Major Way caw him, and 
galloping up reached for him. [organ jumped out 
nt the other alde of the carriage, leaped over 
fence, eelzed a horse, and galloped off ax (nat nn 
horae-flesh, opurred by frightened heels, could carry 
him, About acouple of bundred ,of his men que 
ceeded in breaking away, and following thelr fugi- 
tive lender. In the buggy, thus hastily " evncunted 
by Morgan, were found his ‘rations,’ conointing of a 
loaf of bread, come hard-tolied eggs, and n bottle of 
whiek 
“The pumber of killed tn this Hight waa much leas 
than at firat reported. The number of killed rebels 
was oat down oe ftom twenty to thirty, but this must 
be overrated, aa we cannot fenra of more than fro 
or alx dead bodies having been foucd, There wana 
considerable number of wounded, and about two 
hundred pritoners taken, together horees and 
arme. Aopecial train was sent to Wellaville in tho 
afternoon, with about two hundred and afty priso. 
era, captured in the fight, or picked up in the nelgh. 
borhood afterward. 

‘Morgan od the remainder of bis scattered 
forces pressed three citizens of Salineville into thelr 
service aa guides, nodicontinued thelr Mebt on the 
New Lisbon road. One of the Impressed quldeo 
made hia eacapa and rode back, conveying intelli~ 
gence of the route taken, which It waa believed wan 
With the ultimate design of reaching the Oblo rivor 
higher up. Forcea were immedintely despatched 
from Wellaville to head him off, whilst another force 
followed hotly in biarear, and sotroog militia force 
from New Liston came down to mest him. + 

‘About two o'clock in the afternoon these vo~ 
rlous detachments closed in around Morgan in the 
vicinity of West Point, about midway betwcen 
New Lisbon acd Wellsville. The rebela were dri 
ven toa bluff from which there was no escape ex- 
cept by Oghting thelr way through, or lesping from 
alofty asd nlmost perpeadicular precipice. Find 
ing themaelvea thus cooped, Morgan concluded that 
‘discretion waa the better part of valor,’ and ‘came 
down’ a3 gracefully ns the coon did to Davy 
Crockett. He, with the remainder of his gang, our 
rendered to Colopel Shackleford, who wan weil ne- 
qualatgd with the redoubtable ‘John,’ and is onid to 
den dintant relative. 

“The militia are constantly bringing in to the 
line of road stray prisorers, pleked up in the coun. 
try. The hills are avcarming with armed men huat- 
ing for fugitive rebela 

‘Morgan's men were poorly dreared, ragged, 
dirty, nod very badly ueed up. Some of them wors 
remnants of gray uniform, but moat of thom wore 
attired In opoile gathered during thelr raid. They 
were very much dlacouraged at the reault of their 
raid and the proapect of things generaliy, 

“Blorgna bimeelf appeared In good apirits, and 
quite woconceroed at bis Lil-luck. He is a well-built 
tan, of freah complexion, ond oandy hair and

Wao.no danger while the flag was present, 

Tat ouce concluded the surreader wan completa, 
ond remariced to the partleathat all should remaic 
quiet until Gen. Shackelford arrived. I then rode 
forward and met Gen. Morgan, under a full belict 
that the atfair was all vettled.

the 29th of September we were nesigued to the'8th 
Virginia Regiment of infantry. Since that, all the 
forty, except myself and brother, have been either 
killed, wounded, or taken prisonera; and,” he added, 
with a deep gronn, “you see, air, what’ I am,” ret 
ferring to his mutllated limbs.

the last three months, the clamor on this 
subject seems to have subsided. The rea- 
gon is now made clear, Yesterday, in my 
conversation with General Martindale, ho 
informed me that not only has a fair sya- 
tem been established, but that it has already 
proved itself to be profitable to the Govern- 
ment us well as to the colored people them- 
selves. The whole body of able-bodied 
blacks now in the District, the former pro- 
perty of rebel owners—women and children 
excepted—hnve been turned into the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, and are being suc- 
cessfully used for yarious purposes, But 
what surprised me most was the remark of 
the General, that there was scarcely a day 
that they did not require more of this kind 
of labor, and that if he had five hundred 
stalwart negro contrabands at this writing, 
he could give them immediate and com- 
pensating employment. You will ask what 
bas become of the families, the old and the 
infirm, the women and children? How 
are they cared for? The answer to this is 
most satisfactory. Early in the war, but 
more particularly after the President's first 
proclamation, Secretary Stanton issued 
an order, which proves his own thought- 
ful aud benevolent nature, to the effect 
that where a contraband earned twenty dol- 
larsa month, five dollars were to be re- 
tained and set apart as a fund for the main- 
tenance of his own family, or, if single, for 
the maintenance of such of his race as 
could not work—including women, chil- 
dren, and old men, This fund, some weeks 
ago, had amounted to many thousands of 
dollars, and is being expended in the most 
judicious and humane manner. As 4 class, 
these negroes are well spoken of by those 
who superintend them. By a regulation, 
they receive one dollar for every day’s ser- 
yice, and some of them have been known 
to carn forty dollars a month. In this way 
the Government is indemnified. Experi- 
ence has clearly proved that in the vast ope- 
rations attendant upon this war, especially 
in this great military department, notwith- 
standing the thousands of whites’ who are 
engaged as teanisters, laborers, and in the 
various miechaniesl pursuits—government 
Dlacksmiths, saddlers, carpenters, &c.,—if 
it were not for the contrabands it would be 
impossible for our military authorities to get 
through with their incslculable ond increas- 
ing responsibilities. 

‘Another fact may be mentioned in thie 
connection, and that is the succeseful orgam- 
zation into regiments ot the free colored 
people of the District. Nearly two regi- 
ments have been already completed, and are 
in capital discipline, under white officers, 
near Georgetown, and it is expected within 

4.8 short time that a full brigade will be 
raised, which, with the recruits at and nesr 
Baltimore, will be placed under the distin- 
guished command of Major General Birney. 
Thus you will perceive how effectually a 
practical, humane, and systematic experi- 
iment dissipates all the prophecies, and re- 
futes all tbe clamors of the enemies of the 
war in regard to the treatment of the con- 
trabands, and free colored people. I shall 
lave something more to say on this inte- 
resting subject on another occasion.

A NOBLE LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT. 

At the commencement of the War for the Union, 
Melancthon Smith waa postmaster of the town of 
Rockford, Tiliaois, and hla wife was acting as depu- 
ty postmaster. Feeling it bio duty to participate in 
the struggle, Mr, Smith rataed a regiment, of which 
he was appointed colonel, and entered the service 
under General Grant, leaving Mra. Smith to attend 
to the dutiea of the poat office. Colonel Smith dis- 
tinguished himaelf on ceveral occasiona, and at the 
recent atorming of the frat redoubt at Vicksburg, 
led the forlorn hope, and was shot through the head 
and killed. Application was then made for the op- 
polntment, as poatmsater, of agentleman, who, un- 
der ordipary circumstances, would have been a pro- 
per person to till the office. Counter applications 
to retain the widow were alao nent in, The matter 
being brought before the Preoldent, be endorsed the 
application for the widow, and afterward sent a let- 
ter to the Postmaster General, of which the follow- 
ing Is s copy: 

Executive Mansion, WASHINGTON, July 24. 163. 

‘Hon, Postmaster Gencre!—Sie: Yesterday little ea- 
dorsementa of mine went to you in two cases of 
postaiueterships eought (or widows whose husbande 
hinve faUlen ia the battlea of this war.

I want this war to be prosecuted: and if 
plavers hall be cruabed, then I cheerfully ablde by 
fta dentruction. I am‘ loyal Kentuckian, and 
whatever {ste in the course of the war shall befall 
the domestic Institutions of my State, T shall give 
way to no murmurings, but under all clreumstances 
bbl stand up for my country and her flag.

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1B SITUATION, 
That the situation is confused cannot’ be 
now complained, It is clearly defined, and 
intelligible. The lines of victory have been 
sharply drawn ; the results are appreciable 
ata glance. With the point of a pen we 
may run oyer the map and mark yast tracts 
of territory recently regained from the re- 
hellion. Victories that have for their reward 
whole States are ensily understood. We 
know what we have done. The weakness 
of the rebellion in the Southwest has been 
shrewdly pointed out by the fact not merely 
that Vicksburg fell, but that, during the long 
siege, not one attempt was made to relieve 
the city, The enemy had actually no army 
able to interfere with Gen, GrAnt. Now 
he has advanced, almost unresisted, into 
the heart of the country, has complete con- 
trol of the great river, and threatens the 
immediate subjugation of Mobile and all the 
surrounding country. Thus far, we haye 
had no trouble from the guerilla, nor do 
we believe that any effectual interference 
with the navigation of the Mississippi can 
oceur.

tion within one mile of Sumpter, and is 
confident of being able to reduce that strong 
fortress as well as Fort Wagner. The pro- 
gress of thesiege has not been marked by 
any recent yietory, but the general success 
is uninterrupted. Qumming’s Point has 
been bombarded by the monitors, with 
what success we cannot know from the 
rebel journals, which furnish the informa- 
tion, The grand attack upon those mighty 
works which defend the city of Charles- 
ton has not yet been made, and ail the 
attacks thus far must be regarded as 
preliminary merely—intimations of the 
great preparations for an assault which we 
think cannot be resisted. In General Grv- 
Monz’s ability we can rest confidence. He 
is working surely and steadily, and bas al- 
ready gained advantages ‘upon which will 
be based resolute advances. We m 
undervalue the strong defensive position of 
Charleston, nor forget that its harbor was 
fortified at enormous expense by the United 
States, and that during the last two years 
the rebels have greatly increased its strength, 
In Virginia we have much reason to soon 
expect another great battle. The enemy is 
retiring upon Richmond, aud our army fol- 
lows him steadily. The Rappahannock has 
again been ctossed, What position General 
Lez will select for a stand is undetermined, 
but from the present disposition of the two 
arthies the outbreak of a battle at any mo- 
ment cannot be surprising. Yet, from the 
record which Lee has left in Pennsylvania, 
and on his march thence to Culpeper, we 
have learned that his anxiety to fight is not 
very greot, and that, so far as his wish is 
concerned, it will be deleyed as 
possible. We consider it more than proba 
ble that he is falling back on reinforcements, 
snd thst, ifa battle cannot be forced before 
his plans are consummated, other element, 
may change the relative position.

OUR PROGRESS, EAST AND WEST. 
With the glorious termination of General 
Gnano’s brilliant campaign in the South- 
west, the public interest in ‘the situation’ | 
in thie section of the Union has by no means | 
died away. While nearly all ot us believe 
that General GRANT has fought his heaviest 
batues, that the rebellion is virtually crushed 
in the theatre which has been assigned to 
his army, and that the operations hereufter 
to take place must seem to be of minor sig- 
nificance, compared with those which have 
already resulted so grandly, the movements 
of the hero of Vicksburg and Donelson 
are nevertheless still invested with a pe- 
culiar interest, scarcely to be surpassed 
by that which attends the operations of 
our armies in Virginia. The fall of Vicks- 
burg has undoubtedly done more to 
hasten the dissolution of “the so-called 
Southern Confederacy” than the capture of 
Richmond could have done; and it may he 
safely assumed that in the Southwest, where 
we have never met with any serious reverse, 
and where we have achieved many of the 
most yaluable and glorious victories of the 
war, the rebellion has received its. fatal 
wound, It sprang to life in the East, but in 
the West it has met its death-blow. It may 
seem strange thut this should be so; it may 
seem strange that Richmond and Charles- 
ton, the head and heart of the rebellion, so 
to speak, should so long enjoy immunity 
from the avenging sword of justice ; it may 
seem strange, and to foreign critics has, in- 
deed, appeared unaccountable, that we can 
prosecute war successfully everywhere, ex- 
cept upon the threshold of our own homes, 
and under the shadow of our national capi. 
tal. Such, however, has been the case from 
the very commencement of hostilities, and | 
probably will be the case until the end. 

To those who haye reflected upon the sub- 
ject, the reason will be readily apparent. 
All the most important Water-courses within 
the territory of the United States now being 
contested by opposing armies traverse our 
western and southwestern territory, The 
territory of the rebellious States, which 
would be almost impenetrable to an inya- 
ding army were it entire, is here dissected 
by various rivers into so many parts as to be 
extremely ill-adapted for defensive purposes, 
But for the assistance it has derived from 
the nayy, the army might have been twenty / 
years in reaching the Gulf of Mexico, With | 
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Foor, und Fannacur, ond Euuer, and 
Davis, however, the army has been enabled 


to penetrate to the innermost corners of 
the rebellion, and to demonstrate that 
itis ‘‘a mere shell, with nothing in 


it It has been enabled to march from 
victory to victory with a rapidity that 
ustonished our expectations, and set ut 
nought all the labored preparations of the 
enemy for resistance. The Mississippl is, 
naturally, the wenk point of the rebellions} 
becnus@ it is naturally the great bond of 
Union between the North and South. With 
the commencement of hostilities, the revolt 
ing States mude every exertion to hold it, 
and Island No, 10 became a famous strong. 
hold; but, like all the other strongholds 
which the enemy have built up laborious- 
ly and fortified by months of teil, 
with all the appliances which art and 
nature could furnish to increase Its ap- 
proximate impregnobility, it fell as Vicks. 
burg has fallen, The mightiest river in the 
world thereupon became the great natural 
line of operations for our advancing forces ; 
it was the grand highway to success, to 
peace, to reunion. Indeed, it might almost 
be snid that ‘the father of waters” was our 
Uasis of operations in the West. It was 
thence that our armies drew their supplies 
of food and ammunition to a great extent / 
it was thence that they were reinforced ; and 
if,ut any time, the Minotaur rebelliow be. 
came too powerful for either of them, and 
they found themselves too closely beset for 
safety, the Mississippi was the charmed 
string of Arladne that rescued them from 
their Jabyrinth of dangers. In fact, with- 
out the Mississippi and its tributaries the 
record of the war in the Southwest would 
have been anything else than the brilliant 
summary of continual successes it has been; 
and too many of our battles might have 
been but repetitions of Pittsburg Landing— 
costing hosts of precious lives and gaining 
only the shadow, not the substance, of vic- 
tory 

Ttis because the natural features of our 
Western territory best adapt it for ad- 
vantageous offensive war, that we haye 
always beliéved the Army of the West will 
have the proud honor of virtually, if not 
actually, bringing the war to a successful 
close, In Virginia we seem to have made 
little progress; and in co mountainous a 
country, watered by no extensive streams 
sufficient to admit the passage of gunbosts, 
an invading army has immense obstacles to 
overcome. It can never fight a battle ex, 
ceptat a disadvantage, and it must be cou 
manded by a skilful general indeed, if it 
can force its antagonist to give battle at all 
With every mile that it advances from its 
base, the difficulties it must encounter, the 
dangers to which it must he exposed, in- 
crease tenfold, It must take its supplies 
with it, andto gyardthe wagon trains alone, 
requires what would have been considered 
in the Mexican war quite’ a respectable. 
sized army. Raids must be continually 
guarded against, ond in the woods and moun- 
tainous districts (which, with the exception 
of the swamps, constitute the whole State 
of Virginia,) constant reconnoissances are 
requisite to prevent surprises and the con- 
struction of masked batteries. Furthermore, 
the choice of routes for an invading army i§ 
very limited. 
like to move, but as the map says it shall 
move; and, after the map has been con- 
sulted, the opinions of the opposing army 
upon the subject remain to be ascertained, 
Jerrerson Davis was probably sincere, 
therefore, when he declared that he could 
carry on the war in Virginia alone for twenty 
years ; and certainly, if his propensities are 
belligerent, he can have no better fighting. 
ground. However, while we concede that 
the difficulties which the Army of the Po- 
tomne has had to contend with, and must 
hereafter contend with, are great and em- 
barrassing, we are far from believing that 
they are insuperable, or that they are such 
‘as will enable the rebel Presidént to pro- 
long the struggle in the manner he antici- 
pates, Even after his army is captured; 
broken up, or destroyed, there will undoubt- 
edly be numerous guerilla gangs infesting 
the State, and fora time their operations 
may meet with success, but these operations 
can have no influence whatever in deter- 
mining the length to which the war sha)l 
proceed, or the terms upon which a peace 
may be concluded. 


THE CONDITZONS OF PEAC: 

If it be true that the war was caused by 
slavery—and that it is true, who can doubt ? 
—then, hereafter peace must be maintained. 
by freedom. Peace seems now so near that 
we may properly speak of the terms upon 
which is possibe; andait is certain, that 
however easy those termsemay be to the 
Southern States, the Union must henceforth 
remain upon an anti-slavery basis, Of com. 
promise we have had more than enough; 
we have been nauseated by such wretched 
insults to Northern principles as the fugi- 
tive-slave law, Were the States in rebel. 
lion willing to submit to-morrow. upomthe 
condition that their slaye system should 
not be destroyed, such a condition would, 
of course, be granted. But while the 
National Government would not inter 
fere with slayery, slavery would not be 
permitted to interfere with the National 
Government, Its influence would be local, 
and would not, as of old it did, shape the 
policy of the country. Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania would not again submit to 
the domination of South Carolina; Phila- 
delphia would not endure the shame of 
seeing the liberty of an unotlending citizen 
taken away by form of Iawpand his body 
returned to the whip and the branding iron. 
All these things are impossible, The South- 
ern States can never hope to be the masters 
of the Northern States, Equals they may 
be, if they choose, but the old attitude of the 
North—half crouching before the threaten- 
ing of the slayeholder—will not again 
astonish and disgust the world. 

The restoration of the Union is the pur- 
pose of the war, Not the restoration of a 
debased pro-slavery Union, but of a Union 
which shall practically be, what theoretical- 
ly it is, Free. We wish nothing more than 
what the Constitution gives; but we will 
refuse to admit the distorted definition of| 
that instrument which, for forty years, the 
South has forced upon the country, We 
know fbat when the terms of peace on the 
basis of reunion are to be discussed, a des- 
perate attempt will be made, not merely by 
the Southern States, but by the Southern 
party of the North, to obtain conditions

favorable to slavery, disgraceful to the North, 
This attempt must not, cannot succeed, If 


Tt cannot move as it wouldy, 


it does succeed, peace will be re-established 
on st false basis, and the seeds of a new war 
be sown, The war has done much for free- 
dom, and its work must not be undone by 
peace, 

We have tried the experiment of a Union 
of Slayery and Freedom, and like fire and 
water, they refuse to be united. The inevi- 
table result of slavery, as an element of na- 
tional growth, was disruption. Compromise, 
while it postponed the rupture, made its ul- 
timate occurrence more certain The 
restored Union must be based upon op- 
position to all comprcmise. If slavery 
in certain States is to be <i by their 
submission, so be it; but so far as the 
nation has any relations with the system, it 
must bé considered as an evil. We cannot 
any more embrace the monster as a good. 
‘Asa monster he must be treated ; and if it 
be dangerous to kill him, it must be re- 
membered that it would be more dangerous 
to yield his accustomed freedom. If the 
Union is to be re-established, with slavery 
permitted in certuin States, slavery must be 
confined in slaye territory, condemned to 
imprisonment for life. Other subjects will 
have to be considered, but the slavery 
question will be of all the most important 
and dificult, When the South submits, 
we can show the world a sublime spec- 
tacle of magnanimity, but not a_piti 
able spectacle of weakness, 
pardon Jrrirensos Davis and STEPHENS 
Fioyp may be forgiven his thefts, and 
their followers their countless crimes and 
treason ; but slavery, the great offender, we 
cannot forgive. The people of the South 
may have all the rights of independent citi- 
zens, but as slaveholders they may no longer 
be known in the councils of the nation 


THE FRENCH IN MEXICO. 

The Emperor of the French does not seem 
to have lost, inthe splendor of the Tuileries, 
that taste for theatrical effect which cheered 
and sustained him in the retirement of Lon- 
don or the prison of Ham. The occupation 
of Mexico nnd the proclamation of an Em- 
pire possess many of the features of his de- 
scent upon Boulogne and his coup d'état. 
‘There are many things about the invasion 
that appear very ridiculous. To begin with, 
we have Marshal Forzy a3 the commander 
of the expedition—the stage-manager of the 
ecbmedy. Foney falls within the widest 
principle of selection as the most appropri- 
ate instrument that could have been chosen. 
He was among the general officers of France 
who had no scruple about taking up arms 
against the republic, and on the fumed De- 
cember day commanded one of the brigades 
of infantry that were stationed in Paris to 
overawe and massacre the people. ‘He 
suffered himself,"’ says Mr, KineuaKe, ‘to 
be used as the assailant and jailor of an un- 
armed Legislature," and nothing that he 
has done in Mexico would indicate that the 
task was uncongenjal to his feelings.’ The 
occupation of Puebla and Mexico are mil 
tary events of no great importance ; for we 
niuist remember that FoREY was conducting 
his war in a disturbed and distraeted coup- 
try; that he was sustained by whst is 
known as the Church Party, and that his 
army comprised some of the best regiments 
of France. We ourselves know the nature 
f such atask as the conquest of Mexico, 
nd, compared with our campaign in 1847, 
Forey’s has been a most melancholy failure. 
Still, he has succeeded, by mere persistence, 
and the courage of his army; and, as the 
tool of Narorgon,is now in possession of 
the machinery of Mexican government. 
After occupying the capital, he convened a 
body of men called an ‘‘Assembly of Nota- 
bleg,”’ which, with but two dissenting voices, 
they proclaimed an empire, and offered the 
throne to an Austrian prince named Maxt- 
MILIAN. An ‘assembly of notables’’ ap- 
pointed by Forey would represent Mexico 
just as much as an assembly of Pennsylva- 


nia sympathizers with secession appointed | 


by General Lee, had he taken Philadelphia, 
Would have represented this State. Les 
would haye found traitors enough in Phila- 


delphin to have assembled at his bidding, 
and proclaim JErFERsoN Davis Presi- 
dent, just as Forey found . traitors 


cnough in Mexico to call theméelyes ‘an 
“Assembly of Notables” and proclaim 
Maxnntan Emperor. This ingenious per- 
formance eyidently comes from the mind of 
the Emperor NaPoueon himself, and recalls 
the stratagem of the “ consultative comniis- 
sion” adopted by him after the coup d'état. 
Finding that. the men of character of France 
did not endorse the deeds of the men who 
had overthrown Republicanism, the plotters 
formed what they called a “consultative 
commission,” ond promulgated a decree 
which purported to appoint, as members of 
the body, not only the plotters themselves 
and others whose services they*could com- 
mand, but also some eighty other men who 
were eminent for character and station. In 
so fur as it represented these eighty men to 
be members of the commission, the decree 
was a “counterfeit.” It bad the effect, 
however, of giving character to the conspi- 
racy, and, no doubt, the assembly of nota- 
bles possesses many of the same elements, 
and will haye the effect of deceiving the 
people of Mexico, as the commission de- 
ceived the people of Fritace. 

This Mexican comedy will have its effect 
in France, for such things are precious to a 
man whose ambition is to form a dynasty, 
and who has been warned by the voice of the 
people of Paris that, after twelve yeara of 
power, they-have no confidence in him or 
his policy. Already boulevards. have re- 
ceived Mexican names—and we anticipate a 
grand Mexican festival on the Champs de 
Mars, with the most appropriate scenery, 
and, if the weather is fair, a vast multitude 
of French men and women. In the mean- 
time Mexico is by no means conquered by 
the French army. A great part of the 
country is under the control of Juang, and 
asthe government of Juarez is the Go- 
yernment of the Mexican people, he may 
still succeed in making a bitter, earnest, 
find successful war. It is an ensy thing to 
arrange 1 comedy—particularly when the 
stage is distant from the spectators 
as Mexico from France. With such op- 
portunities, magnificent effects can be pro- 
duced. Nothing could be more flattering 
to the vanity of France than the sight of 3 
prdud and extravagant race like the Mexicans 
welcoming a French general with joy, and 
accepting a creature of France as their ruler. 
We are virtually behind the scenes, and we 
see how the tricks are performed. We see 
what is not seen in France—the suppression 


Fonrey, and the deep-seated animosity to 
France that lives inthe Mexican heart, The 
danger that menaces us inall these perform- 
ances is the possibility of an alliance be- 
tween France and the South, for there are 
many points in common between NaroLEon 
and Dayis. One isa traitor to Frénch li- 
berty, the other to American liberty. One 
is despised by the true and honest sentiment 
of the country he rules, the other by the 
loyal sentiment of his own Confederacy. 
Both are sorely pressed. NAroLzon wants 


! to found a dynasty, David an oligarchy. 


Mexico would be a new link in the chnin 
that binds the crown of France to the House 
of Bonaparte, the allionce of France 
would be of incalculable advantage to Da- 
vis. There is danger, therefore, that these 
two desperate and dangerous men may unite 
their fortunes and take the road together, 
and it becomes us so to act that théy do not 
succeed in bringing upon the North the mi- 
sery that has been brought upon Mc 
France, and the Southern States,

The wotering-place rage bas, a3 usual, produced 
depleting rosulta; and the blank, lonely-locking 
houses, that here and there dot the nveaues, give 
sufficlent evidence of the fact. The hot, unwholo. 
some weather of the past few daya has induced tho 
entire peropiring community to look feebiy toward 
the cool nbade of the mountains, and the sparkling 
etfervencence of thermal springa; but beyond thin 
faint {ndication of a general deaire, the commercial 
portions of the city evince none of the mania for 
summer hegiran; the crowds hurrying hither and 
thither sbow 0 abatement, elther in numbers or 
business energy. All along in the tivulet of ahado, 
which lies upon the protected side of Broadway, 
may be seen many fat but respectable men, denuded 
of veata and collars, and daring apoplexy, fan in 
hand, ond thin, akeletonio betnga fairly grinning 
with hes{. These are forcible remiaders of un- 
due calorie; these the commercial giants ond 
phantoms who have existed in the ferce furaneo 
which the clty baa been for the past weak, despite 
raina and drizzies. Ag snatural consequence, buol 
nese baa languished somewhat, aave that depart 
ment which comprehenda the sale of cooling decor 
tions. Nearly oll the places of amusement belo 
slored, the city wears a dull, deserted oapect of 
nights, readored doubly ao by the fact that public 
confidence is not yet entirely restored, and but com. 
paratively few of our citizens oare to prolong their 
nocturnal perambulations, in view of the vast cum- 
ber of thieves and cut-throats who atill infeat those 
localities atrongly, where “the inaoceat people!’ 
most do congregate, Thege villains will probably 
remain as long as Governor Seymour's “{rienda? 
continue to thresten realstance to the draft, and 
until their final exodus, the perambulator of our 
streats who indulges bis propensities after dark will 
Tun more or lesa riak of life, limb, and pocket-bool, 
It in useless to blame the police for this inseou- 
ity, not only ftom the fact that the force ts not 
Inrge enough for » thorough surveillance of all 
its dangerous localities, but that, possesalng un.

merely result in farces, and they ate invariably dis 
charged ot the instigation of political frends and co- 
adjutora, Itaeems, indeed, next to Lmposslbleto no 
cure the commitment of these ruifians, and the po- 
Uce are already loud in their complaints agalnet the 
Wholesale polley which turaa these rascals out upon, 
the community to murder and plunder at will. Num 
berleas instances are already upon record whera the 
teatimony of men of the most unimpeachable chs- 
racter has been ignored, and ruffisca and deepera- 
doea either discharged at oace by pliant judges, or 
given into charge of an otticer—merely a euphemiem 
for adischarge.

come patent to all that in the event of another

corporate Limits. Not @ dsy passes without 
fome scene of violence, some assault upon 
blacks or whites, or some reception of threat 
ening letters prosoriptive of political opinion 
Since the disclosure of Goy. Seymour's appateat 
intentions to resist the draft, and ald the rabble by 
force of arms, as much dread and uncertalaty reign 
as though the city were bealeged by a hoatile forse, 
‘The citizens continue to arm themselves ia anticl 
pation of other murderous onslaughts by ‘the free 
Democracy,’ nod drilling still centinues. Almost 
dally freat developments cecur, whieh point either 
to the magnitude of the danger which we have ep- 
caped, or of s danger through which we are yet to 
pats, At the time when the riots were at thelr 
height, it wan currently reported by the Copperhead 
pres, thnt the command of the State troops then 
employed in combatting the insurrectionista was to 
be conferred on Fitz John Traitor.

HOW CAN WE END THE WAR? 

ti Would be en insult to our humanity 
and a slander upon the civilization of the 
age, to suppose that the people of the 
Northern and Southern States were not 
anxious to end the war. Byery doy and 
hour we find ourselves discussing the pro- 
babilities of peace, and endeavoring to di 
cover some method by which it can be ob- 
tained. How, then, are we to énd thia war, 
and return again to peace? It must end 
some time. We cannot make it a mutual 
‘massacre, nor continue to raise armies and 
send them into the field; nor is i 
that the futuro of these States is to be like 
some African province, whose feuds 
continued through ages, and the first duty 
of citizenship is to murder or enslave #1 
citizens of « neighboring island orpeninsuls, 
The only interests which continued war 
can serve are those of glory end egarand 
ment. We may continue warto gratify the*| 
ambition or passion of those to whom war 
is a profession, und who gladly risk death 
to obtain promotion. We may continue war 
to enlarge our territorial limits—to conquer 
Mexico, Oanade, or Cube, or the British 
Islands in the sea, We may continue war 
as e nomadic or predatory people, for plun- 
der or new homes, or the privilege of the 
wilderness and the ocean, None of these 
considerations, however, can bave any p 
in the future policy of this Republic. We 
are not a martis] people, and glory to us in 
times of peace is es tinsel or brass, or the 
noise of cymbals. We are not a conquering 
people, for while we maintain our own in. 
tegrity intact, we accept no allegiance from 
other States or countries unless by the peo- 
ple’s will. We live by the arts and men- 
sures of peace, and add to our greatness by 
fostering our industry, our commerce, our 
agricultural resources, and the treasures and 
blessings that God has bestowed upon our 
soil. Therefore, war tous ie calamity, 
and the true patriotism is that which shows. 
us bow to end the war. 

The war was begun to defend the inte- 
grity of the American Republic, and it will 
end when we have succeeded in that pur- 
pose, or shown our inability to gain suc. 
cess, Therefore, to end the war, we must 
prosecute the war. We might have avoided 
these contests in the beginning, and sayed 
the country the calamities of battle and in- 
yasion, and the sorrows that weigh upon 
many happy homes, but in doing so we 
should have passed out of the family of nh- 
tions, and become as the provinces of Lotu- 
bardy and Venice to Austria, or of Monle- 
negro to the Ottoman Empire. If we hha 
granted the demands of the South when the 
Tebel commissioners entered Washington 
with their terms of accommodation, we 
would have given it all the territory that 
lies south of Mason and Dixon's line, the 
Ohio and Misg@pri rivers extending west- 
wardly to the Pacific ocean. We should 
haye placed upon our borders a great con 
federacy—proud, imperious, successful, and 
led by tho experience and traditions ¢ 
former union to regard the Northern people 
as an inferior race—sordid money-ge 
tere, and fit subjects for invasiqn, plun- 
der, or intimidation. We should haye 
had Southern counsels controlling the 
North as absolutely as Russian counsels 
control Greece and Asia Minor; our tariffs 
would be dictated by Southern interosta, 
andonr socisl laws and systems would be 
subject to the approvel of this Pos 
yery and Cotton would still have mest 
ug, and we should haye become abject and 
despised among the nations of the carth. 
There can be no doubt that these consider 
tions entered into the councils of t 
orn leaders, end that those in the Nortt who 
agreed’ with their achemes were anxious to 
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racy, We all remember the cry of ‘no 
coercion’? that succeeded the election of Mr. 
LINCOLN to the Presidency, and that thou- 
sands of good men, and the organization 
calling itself the Democratic party, wero 
opposed to coercion, and willing to avert 
war by compromises that would have gra- 
tified the South. There was danger that 
such counsels sould prevail, but the North 
arose as one man, and answered the attack 
upon Fort Sumpter by Wing the sword 
and smiting the enemies of the nation, 
Peace was impossible then because it 
would haye been humilintion, and shame, 
and disgrace, anda surrender of our nation. 
alrights. Tt would have been the peace of 
the traveller with tho highwayman after he 
had surrendered his money and Weapons, 
Has it been possible sinco ? ‘There has not 
been aday since the war bogan when peace 
might not have been made by the robela 
withdrawing their unjust end criminal de- 
mands and re-entering the femily of the 
Union, for the sword and olive-branch have 
always gone together, If that hope is dy- 
ing away or no longer exists, it. must be at- 
tributed to the criminality of the leaders of 
the rebellion, and to their success in deceiy- 
ing and oppressing the people of the South, 
and filling them with animosity towards the 
North. War never pacities a people; and 
when the blood is seen to flow men be- 
come angry and furious, and do not reason 
as those that are cool and temperate and 
peaceful. Two years of war, with the de- 
Vastation and grief that it must necessarily 
bring, have estranged the South and the 
North more and more, until we might 
say with Mr. Coneripor ‘a dreary 
sea now flows between.” These two 
peoples of one blood —with one hia. 
tory, one iiterature, and one language 
—bound together by ten thousand de. 
licate and tender ties of feeling—these two 
peoples who, when they meet us they did at 
Vicksburg, become warm and true friends— 
are now fighting each other with hearts that 
seethe and bubble with hatred, merely be- 
cause 8 few ambitious traitors in Richmond 
haye become possessed of the governing 
power in eleven Stutes, and have gone so 
far in blood and crime that they cannot re- 
treat. Their necessities and misfortunes the 
Southern people are atoning, and the people 
of the North, by a sad necessity of self-pre- 
servation, are visiting upon the heads of the 
betrayed masses all the penalties that men 
inflict upon an enemy and a traitor. We 
say it is the sad necessity of self-preserva- 
tion, for our armieg meet armies of deceived 
and innocent Southern men, who endure 
and sufter what should be endured and suf. 
fered by the real criminals who rest securely 
in high places. And no matter what may 
be the condition or the terms of a re-union, 
the honor and faith of the North, the yicto- 
ries of our armies, the struggles we haye 
undergone, the sacrifices we have made, the 
hopes that we give to the future, all demand 
that thera shal! be no restoration of the Anw- 
rican Republic, without freedom as the corner- 
stone. Let this never be forgotten; or the 
spirit of the Northern people—we might 
say, the spirit of the loyal eyerywhere— 
would rebel-against a peace which brought 
With it only continued dishonor and shame, 
We take Western Virginin, or even the 
great State of Missouri, as the type of our 
future re-union and prosperity ; and we pro- 
claim what we believe to be inevitable truth, 
when we say that the American flag in fu- 
ture times shall float over a redeemed and 
regenerated land, and that under it no slave 
shall ever lift his shackled limba to make 
the freedom that is symbolled in its folds a 
mockery. 
How, then, can we end the war? By 
prosecuting the wai with fierce and unre- 
lenting energy. Every man that we can 
enrol, every dollar that we can raise, every 
engine of destruction that we can fashion, 
must be throve into this work. Nor do we 
wish this from any desire to commit blood- 
shed, nor trom any hatred to the, Southern 
people. We must be cruel only to be kind. 
We can only obtain peace by such an exhi- 
bition of power and majesty that the con- 
trivance called the Confederacy will fall 
before it, us the palhce of ice in the sunny 
days of spring. It is in our power to do 
this, and we shall be criminal before God 
and dishonored through the ages, if we hesi- 
tate or fail. We implore the Almighty soto 
move the hearts of the men who are now 
possessed with authority, that they do not 
falter, or hold back, or permit themselves 
to be betrayed. Peace is ours—: 
triumphant, glorious, permanent peace—if 
we are true to ourselves and our country—if 
we but arise to the dignity of true and pa- 
triotic statesmanship. Push on the con- 
scription, double or treble the quota, answer 
the call of Jerrrrson Davis by o cimiler 
call throughout the North, strengthen 
MEApr, and Grant, end Rosecrans, and 
in a few weeks we can not only re-establish 
the Union and secure liberty to the people, 
but again pursue our policy with referenca 
to Mexico, and Canads, and Centra) Ame-

to bo 8 new ers in the history of thexewspa- 
per press in Washington city; n city which, 
under the changes brought about by the 
war, is rapidly exhibiting the spirit and on- 
terprise of the Northern peoplo, 

The principal feature on the oocasion, in 
addition to a speech from Col. Forniny, was 
4 speech from Adjutant Goneral TuowAs, in 
which, in reply to a toast, he related hia ex- 
perience on the subject of the emphyment 
of colored troops, It is known to our 
readers that some two or three momha ago 
General THomAs was sent West by the Ad- 
ministration, clothed with plenary powers, 
for the purpose of inaugurating the enploy- 
ment of negroes. Notwithstanding he is a 
Southern mon and @ slayeholder, te was 
entrusted with this most important aad deli- 
cate duty—important because of is yast 
interest to the country, and delicate on ac- 
count of the bitter opposition to it, particu. 
larly on the part of sympathizers 7ith the 
rebellion—thus showing the confidmce of 
President Lrxcoun in the ability and loyalty 
of the man whom he had chosen ‘or the 
work, 

General THomas, at considerable kngth, 
spoke of his mission West, of the pow/a yest- 
ed in him by the Administration, of the preju- 
dices he had to combat, of the discourage- 
ments at first thrown in his way, even by some 
of the most Joyal men in the army ; buthe was 
happy to say that he had been most ‘saccesa- 
ful, and that before hereturned home, which 
ho was obliged to do on account of asevere 
spell of sickness, he had fully organized 
twenty thousand contrabands. One lasding 
general inthe West, whom he did notname, 
‘Was at first opposed to the policy; bat be- 
fore General Tromas leit, he heartily en. 
dorsed it, and'scarcelya man in the army 
can now be tound who does not believe that 
an important part is yet to be taken by the 
contrabands in the work of supprosaigg the 
Febsliion, At one place, it was gitan as 
the opinion of the general in commend, 
that one regiment might possibly be raised.

It le therefore ordered, that for every 
soldier of the United States ullled in violation 
of the law, a rebel soldier shall be executed, and 
for every ‘one euslaved by the enemy or’ sold 
into slavery, a rebel soldier ball be placed at hard 
labor on the public worka, and continued at suah.

‘It is, however, aveinet 
Samuel Taylor's argument to find that the custom 
of enufftaking has been traced in this country little 
beyond two centuries, Mr. 0, Morgan, in recent) 
exhihiting to the Society of Anicustien, England, 
some curious ivory enulf-boxes of the Inst ceatury? 
gave & short history of the introduction of enul! 
taking into this country, as exemplified by theboxen 
themselves. He taid that the powder of tobscco 
having an agreeable amell, it became customary to 
use it 49 o scent adout the year 1702; and, in the 
first inatange, the snufftakere carried with them a 
small grater, with which they reduced .the tobacco 
into powder. The grater was afterwards enclosed 
into a box; but the early snuff-box contained no 
reservoir, and the powder was consumed as goon as 
made. Hy the subsequent improvements a eeparate 
compartment was made in the box to hold the pow- 
der, and it was ebut off from the enuff manufa ory 
by asmal pair of gates. By s further progress in 
the art of snufimaking, a sufficient quantity was 
manufactured to be contained in a separate tox, 
which was carried in the pocket, whilst the manu. 
factory itself was left st home. Some sdmirable 
specimens of the original portable manufactories of 
enuf were exhibited. Nevertheless, we have allu- 
sions to enustaking of much earlier date than the 
sbove, Howell, who died in 1666, describes drawing 
smutshin into the nostrils with a quill; for enuff waa 
anclently taken in ema!l spoone, whence, in old 
playo, we have a spoonful, not a pinch, of enuff. Two
